PREFACE 


Electric railroads, both urban and interurban, 
played a significant part in the development of 
the United States. They provided rapid and in- 
expensive transportation for a long generation 
before being displaced by improved highways 
and the internal combustion engine. The interur- 
ban in particular probably reached a higher stage 
of development in Indiana than in any other part 
of the country: The largest traction terminal 
was built in Indianapolis; there was extensive 
use of deluxe car service (parlor, diner, and 
sleeper) ; and train order dispatching, joint tar- 
iffs, and other elements of first class railroad 
operation were perfected in the Hoosier state. 

Despite this great service heritage, compara- 
tively little has been done toward compiling any 
historical data on any of the lines. It was not 
until the 1940s, when most of the lines were al- 
ready gone, that a start was made, and this has 
continued slowly, although steadily, to date. It 
was this lack of available information that in- 
directly caused the writing of this work. 

In the spring of 1938, the author asked a now 
forgotten question about one of the Indiana inter- 
urban lines of Robert Stacy, a long-time Indian- 
apolis electric railfan. Mr. Stacy was unable to 
answer the question, dealing with an obscure and 
by then long-abandoned line, and neither could 
anyone with Indiana Railroad (still in operation 
at that time), several retired electric railroaders, 
or the Indianapolis libraries. 

The matter was then dropped, but late in the 
fall of 1938 the author began digging around in 
old newspaper files, library stacks, corporation 
records and other sources for answers to some 
other questions. During the course of a year’s 
searching, a large mass of data was acquired, 
and the thought arose of compiling a complete 
history of all the electric railroads, city and in- 
terurban, in Indiana. 

However, the demands of college, then World 
War II shelved the project until the summer of 
1946, when research was resumed. It then con- 
tinued (interrupted in1951-52 by another stretch 
in the Air Force during the Korean fiasco) off 


and on until 1954. At that time, with most of 
the data at hand, began the job of cross-checking, 
verifying a number of questionable facts, secur- 
ing background material, and the actual writing 
of the manuscript. 

Several primary sources of information were 
used, such as newspapers, state and county rec- 
ords, and trade journals. It should be noted here 
that in many cases these records would vary con- 
siderably in reporting on a certain road even 
though all were supposedly covering the same 
period of time. Consideration, however, should 
be given to the fact that even a day’s difference 
in the reporting date would result in an entirely 
different set of facts. For instance, a series of 
cars delivered or retired, a section of track 
opened or abandoned, a new bond issue, and other 
changes could alter the figures for any given 
road at any time. Therefore, all figures are to 
be considered as representative for a particular 
road, usually at the peak of its existence, subject 
to changes occurring in expansion or abandon- 
ment of service. 

Inasmuch as many volumes (and many more 
years) would be required to completely cover 
every line, the author desires that it be clearly 
understood that this work is not to be considered 
as definitive but is intended to serve as a start- 
ing point for further research on specific lines, 
and a general reference on the electric railroad 
industry in Indiana. In keeping with this goal, 
material has been selected to give a representa- 
tive coverage of the entire state, with background 
material shown for all sections but not all com- 
panies. 

Securing this background material—photos, 
timetables, plans, etc.—became one of the great- 
est problems in the entire project. Several hun- 
dred individuals, newspapers, magazines, and 
other sources were approached in an attempt to 
obtain the widest possible coverage, and many 
previously unpublished photos and other items 
were obtained as a result of this search. Un- 
fortunately, a number of especially desirable 
items were unobtainable, having been thrown out, 
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lost in floods or fires, or otherwise destroyed be- 
fore the search was begun; however, a number 
were located and will probably be preserved for 
future use. 

It should be mentioned here that it is planned 
for this complete work to be followed by histories 
of individual roads. Among those now in prog- 
ress are Indianapolis Railways; Interstate Pub- 
lic Service Company; and Chicago, South Shore 
& South Bend Railroad. Interested persons are 
invited to submit data, photos, time-tables, plans, 


equipment rosters, and similar material (to the 
author in care of the Indiana Historical Bureau) 
for inclusion in these projected works. 


In conclusion, if this work should inspire the 
researching and writing of the history of one 
hitherto ignored Indiana electric railroad, the 
author will feel well repaid for his efforts.

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IN THE BEGINNING—PRIOR TO 1900 


For many years, beginning in the Civil War 
era, the motive power for street railways in the 
State of Indiana had been that old standby, the 
mule. Sturdy but stubborn, dependable but dif- 
ficult to handle, he yet managed to operate 
through all kinds of weather, fair and foul, fail- 
ing only when the streets were too muddy or too 
icy to allow any kind of safe movement. 

As cities grew larger and the various lines 
were lengthened, however, it became apparent 
that larger, faster cars would be needed, and 
street railway companies, seeking more efficient 
means of locomotion, selected electricity as their 
motive power. Experiments along this line had 
begun as far back as 1835, but it was not until 
‘Thomas Edison and Charles Van Depoele, work- 
ing separately, exhibited working electric rail- 
‘ways in Chicago in 1883 that it was believed 
practical. 

The first recorded attempt at electrification 
in Indiana was that of the South Bend Street 
Railway in 1882. The car could move only a few 
feet at a time due to the current being dissipated 
into the ground faster than the power house could 
supply it. Despite this failure, the company did 
not turn against the new power but waited for 
better equipment. Finally, on November 15, 
1885, the first successful operation of an electric 
car in Indiana occurred when another South 
Bend car ran on Michigan Street from the 500 
block north to one and one half miles south of 
Washington Street. The engineer in charge of 
this operation, Van Depoele, later became one of 
the outstanding electric railway engineers in the 
country. 

It might be only fair to mention here that, 
while technically a success, it was a failure eco- 
nomically, due to continued excessive power re- 
quirements to compensate for the high current 
dissipation. The line reverted to mule power 
early in 1886 while Van Depoele continued de- 
velopmental work on his power system. 

Many Hoosier cities, however, were watching 
the South Bend experiments, and, on August 30, 
1888, the first car ran over the tracks of the 
Lafayette Street Railway (this company, inci- 
dentally, was the first in Indiana, and the second 
west of the Alleghenies, to have a completely 
electrified system). Other cities were quick to 
follow suit in the succeeding months, and by 1895 
electric systems were in operation in, among 
others, Indianapolis, Richmond, Kokomo, Vin- 


cennes, Fort Wayne, Anderson, Muncie, Elwood, 
Terre Haute, Columbus, Logansport, Evansville, 
and, successfully by now, in South Bend. 

An indication of the rapid change from animal 
power is shown by these figures: in 1893, elec- 
tric lines totaled 173 miles and mule 92, while a 
year later the figures were 269 and 29, respec- 
tively. Car totals for the two years were electric, 
402 and 640; mule, 167 and 438. 

Reasoning that if electricity was such a suc- 
cess in city service it might also be used to power 
cars between closely adjoining cities, a group of 
Marion men formed the first inter-city line, the 
Marion Electric Street Railway Company, on 
August 21, 1889. No special name was given to 
the plan, other than inter-city. The honor of 
naming such service “interurban” fell to Charles 
L. Henry, who bought the Anderson mule line in 
1891 as the basis for a proposed net work of 
lines connecting the various cities of the Indiana 
Gas Belt. Henry named the medium after seeing 
an “intra-mural” railway at the Chicago World’s 
Fair in 1893, and the term quickly spread until 
by 1895 it was in almost universal usage. 

At this point it might be well to pause for a 
moment and study the definition of this term, 
“interurban.” The most accepted definition was 
proposed by E. D. Durand, who, while Director of 
the Census, defined it as “a railway having less 
than half its track within municipal limits.”’ This 
is important, as will be seen shortly. 

While the city lines were busy electrifying 
their mule routes, the inter-city construction 
crews were busy too; and on May 17, 1892, the 
New Albany Highland Railway Company opened 
a one and one-half mile line from New Albany to 
Silver Hills, a suburb of New Albany. The next 
year, on July 16, the Brazil Rapid Transit Com- 
pany opened a line running through Brazil from 
Cottage Hill on the west to Harmony on the east, 
a distance of four and one-half miles. Tech- 
nically, either or both of these lines could qualify 
as the first interurban line in the state, but the 
credit has usually been given to another and 
later line. 

Charles L. Henry, having electrified the An- 
derson city lines in 1892, continued with his mas- 
ter plan of interurban service in the Gas Belt, 
but the nation-wide ‘financial panic of 1893 
checked his plans. This, coupled with the politi- 
cal uncertainty of 1896, prevented any actual 
work being done until 1897. Finally, on January 
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1, 1898, Henry’s Union Traction Company ran its 
first car between Anderson and Alexandria, 11 
miles. 

This is the run that most historians have con- 
sidered to be the first in the state, even though it 
had been preceded by the two mentioned before 
and an additional two: the Marion Electric Street 
Railway Company’s six mile Marion to Jones- 
boro run, opened August 1, 1893, and an exten- 
sion of this line from Jonesboro, 11 miles, by 
a suceessor company, the Marion City Railway, 
on July 1, 1894. Henry did possess one definite 
“first” in that his car was the first designed spe- 
cifically for interurban service in the state, and 
his Union Traction Company became much bet- 
ter known than did any of the companies claim- 
ing prior service. Be that as it may, they all con- 
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tributed to the growth of the interurban in Indi- 
ana to a degree unknown in any other state. 
While these companies were arguing as to 


which was first, other companies around the 
state were busy building both city and interurban 
lines as fast as finances and materials would per- 
mit. Between 1895 and the turn of the century, 
city lines were electrified in Hammond, Whiting, 
East Chicago, Madison, and Washington, and 
inter-city lines connected Alexandria and Sum- 
mitville, Elwood and Alexandria, South Bend and 
Elkhart via Mishawaka, and Elkhart and Goshen. 
More than a hundred miles under construction 
and a like number of companies in the process of 
formation promised a rousing entry into the 
Twentieth Century. 


THE GROWING YEARS—1900 TO WORLD 
WAR I 


The first day of the new century was indeed 
a big one in Indianapolis; the first interurban 
car entered the capital city. The Indianapolis, 
Greenwood, and Franklin Railroad ran its first 
car from the Greenwood shops, 12 miles south of 
Indianapolis, although the handrails had to be 
removed and the passengers shifted to the out- 
side in order for the car to squeeze by the over- 
head wire poles, which were at that time located 
in the center of the streets. The car also had to 
jump the Belt Railroad rails, as the crossing had 
not yet been put in. However, these were minor 
matters, and the citizens of Indianapolis re- 
joiced at this sign of progress. Regular service 
between Indianapolis and  treenwood began ten 
days later. 


Other lines opened in 1900 were those between 
Indianapolis and Greenfield, LaPorte and Michi- 
gan City, Terre Haute and Brazil, and Aurora 
and Cincinnati (Ohio), while local service was 
expanded in Marion by the entry of another com- 
pany upon the local scene. The end of 1900 found 
678 miles of electric lines operating 671 motor 
and 308 trail cars, while 7 miles of mule line 
operated 13 cars. 


Expansion continued at a rapid rate through 
the early years of the new century, with a hun- 
dred miles being built on paper to every one laid 
on the ground. Probably in no other state in the 
country did the interurban strike the popular 


fancy with such force as it did in Indiana. While 
the state saw nearly two hundred companies 


achieve operating status, another two hundred! 


and fifty plus filed papers of incorporation, with 
as many more organized and funds solicited but 
not incorporated. To these must be added un- 
known hundreds which never got beyond the 
planning stage. Of course, planning traction em- 
pires was a popular luncheon subject and parlor 
game for a number of years, but many of these 
unfinished dreams were the plans of hard-headed 
businessmen which did not pass the paper stage 
for some mighty good reasons, among which were 
the depression of 1893, the business recessions of 
1907 and 1913, and the first World War. 
Perhaps the most grandiose interurban scheme 
ever conceived in the entire United States was 
the Chicago-New York Electric Air Line Rail- 
road Company. This road planned to run trains 
750 miles from Chicago to New York in ten hours 
on a straight, level, grade-crossing free roadbed 
for only a $10 fare. Stock in this gigantic enter- 
prise was sold direct to the public for $25 per 
share of 7% Cumulative Preferred Stock, less 
two per cent for cash, or in ten equal monthly 
payments of $2.50 per share. According to their 
advertising, the purchase of two shares of this 
stock would “keep a man at work on the Air Line 
for one month, and help us ever closer to our com- 
mon goal.” What the Securities Exchange Com- 
mission wouldn’t do to that plan! Unfortunately,

Most of the difficulties encountered by the 
i various traction companies were similar to the 
above, caused when the steam railroads objected 
mito the interurbans crossing their lines.

‘al Another great obstacle was that of securing 
‘:|franchises. Many times a company would be 
™/ able to obtain franchises and rights-of-way for 
all but a small strip of land, and would then be 
stymied either by high prices or city objections. 
'In some cases court relief was obtained, some 
land was donated by persons and towns anxious 
for traction service, while in others some high 
strategy was necessary. Such was the case when 
the Indiana Northern Traction Company was 
stopped by a cemetery south of Wabash: fearing 
an injunction, the company built through and be- 
yond the cemetery between sunset one evening 
Wjand sunrise the next morning. Although the city 
“|authorities were rather unhappy and threatened 
| to force removal of the track, nothing was ever 
‘| done, and the company completed its line without 
‘!further incident. At other times and _ places, 
| traction companies were forced to re-survey their 
proposed lines in order to meet demands of the 
various city councils that they enter cities only 
) upon certain streets. 
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The most violent of these incidents ended in a 
free-for-all in Crawfordsville. The Indianapolis 
and Northwestern Traction Company, after be- 
ing granted a franchise in that city and deposit- 
ing the necessary bond, had its franchises re- 
voked by the city council. Nevertheless, the com- 
pany moved laborers and materials into town and 
prepared to lay track on Main Street. The city 
council ordered out the police and fire depart- 
ments, and they formed battle lines just south of 
the Court House. When the first pick hit the 
pavement, the firemen turned on their water, 
and the fun began! The company laborers used 
pick handles and bricks, the firemen their hose, 
and the police their nightsticks. After some of 
the company men started to puncture the fire 
hose with their picks, the police arrested several 
of them and the city filed a suit of contempt 
against the company. However, over a thousand 
Crawfordsville citizens petitioned against the 
suit, and it was dismissed, allowing the company 
to go ahead with its work unmolested, although 
it had to fight a couple of other court battles be- 
fore it finally secured all necessary franchises. 

In spite of all these shenanigans, both legal 
and otherwise, progress was being made. Mile- 
age increased from 678 in 1900 to over 2300 in 
1908, and constant improvements to service and 
equipment were being made. Through service 
between interurban centers was developed, using 
the facilities of two or more roads, and connec- 
tions with lines in Ohio, Michigan, and Kentucky 
were developed. Illinois, for some reason, was 
never connected to the Indiana network. 

One of the greatest steps forward was the 
opening of the Indianapolis Traction Terminal 
on September 12, 1904. Besides combining all 
lines in one station, allowing easier transfer be- 
tween cars, the Terminal provided much needed 
office space for the varicus lines, along with ex- 
press and baggage offices, ticket counters, etc. 
It also was a great help to the city cars in Indian- 
apolis. Before the giant train shed was avail- 
able the interurbans loaded and unloaded at var- 
ious points on the city streets, thereby causing 
many delays to the local service. Another boon 
to the weary traveler was the opening of the In- 
dianapolis Joint Ticket Office, the first inter- 
urban joint agency in the country, on July 1, 
1905. 

Frequency of service was constantly increas- 
ing, and rose from less than 100 trains per day 
in and out of Indianapolis in 1902 to nearly 400 
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per day in 1910. Granted, some suburban termi- 
nals in larger cities had more trains per day than 
did Indianapolis, but it should be remembered 
that the great majority of the trains serving In- 
dianapolis made runs of 40 miles or more, with 
some running as high as 170 miles in length. All 
types of service were offered, from the small 
lightweight local cars to the big limiteds with 
their smoking and baggage compartments, and 
the all-chair parlor cars. The first interurban 
sleeper service in the country was offered on 
September 15, 1903, when a Holland Palace Car 
operated over the four lines connecting Indian- 
apolis and Columbus, Ohio. Trains usually con- 
sisted of one car, although two and three car 
trains were not uncommon. Excursions were ex- 
ceedingly popular, being offered both locally by 
the individual lines and, in connection with steam 
roads, to points as far away as Niagara Falls. 


One of the biggest headaches of the interurban 
lines was that of express and freight service. At 
first, the companies did not want to handle it, 
feeling that the steam roads, with their already 
complete facilities, were more fully equipped to 
handle this type of business. However, the inter- 
urbans more or less backed into hauling freight; 
since the baggage compartments for passengers’ 
luggage were not always filled, they started 
carrying small express shipments. This led to 
freight, in small quantities, and then to larger 
amounts requiring special equipment. Since the 
average interurban line was too short to profit- 
ably handle any long-haul, car-load shipments, 
and the steam roads were naturally reluctant to 
interchange with such competition, the inter- 
urbans were forced to rely for most of their 
freight income on less-than-car-load shipments 
which were more expensive to handle. Some of 
the larger companies began to work out inter- 
change agreements among themselves, and, as 
interstate connections were completed, a healthy 
freight business began to develop. Freight reve- 
nue in 1910 accounted for some 7% of the roads’ 
gross earnings. 

As the interurban in Indiana grew out of the 
swaddling stage into a major transportation me- 
dium, a surprisingly high percentage of the com- 
panies made a profit upon their investment, even 
though almost all of them were highly over capi- 
talized (see “The Long Decline’). The few 
companies which did not make satisfactory prof- 
its in the years before World War I were consgoli- 
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dated into larger companies in order to obtain 
the benefits occurring from coordinated sched- 
ules, better utilization of equipment and shop 
facilities, etc., although in a number of cases it 
was just a case of staving off eventual failure 
for a few more years. One line, Indiana Union 
Traction’s city service in Alexandria, was aban- 
doned during 1907. 

Naturally, during these growing years, many 
mistakes were made in design, construction, and 
operation. Among these which caused the most 
trouble, and were quickly corrected, were: the 
use of storage batteries, both in cars and in 
power stations; long distance transmission of 
direct-current power; light weight rail and in- 
adequate spiking; poor overhead placement (if 
placed too high, the trolley wheel or shoe flew 
off at high speeds due to insufficient pressure on 
the wire, while if too low, the extra pressure 
quickly burned up the wheel or shoe); and in- 
adequate dispatching, which caused a number of 
wrecks. 

Speaking of construction, these 1909 averages 
for 20 roads in Indiana and Ohio are interesting:

This same survey showed the 20 roads report- 
ing gross earnings of 29.5 cents per car mile, as 
against operating expenses of 15.8 cents per car 
mile. The difference was not all gravy, however, 
as out of this apparent profit had to come all 
payments on the bonded debt, which usually were 
far higher than the difference.

The resulting damage claims forced 
the reorganization of the company. 


Nature played a hand in the havoc, too. The 
Toledo and Chicago saw part of its newly- 
constructed line between Auburn and Garrett 
sink 38 feet into a peat bog. The Cincinnati, 
Lawrenceburg and Aurora was probably the 
hardest hit of any interurban company in the 
country during the great Ohio River flood of 
1913. When the flood had passed, the CL & A 
assessed its damages at over $145,000, and went 
into receivership shortly thereafter. 


On July 1, 1914, interurban mileage in Indiana 
totaled 2318, of which 2137 was first main. Over 
this trackage were operated 1229 passenger, 363 
freight, and 78 mail, baggage and express cars. 
Electric service was operated in 67 of the state’s 
92 counties. The only cities of more than 5,000 
population not served by electric railways, either 
city or interurban, were Bedford, Bicknell, and 
Bloomington, all in the southern part of the state. 


THE LONG DECLINE—WORLD WAR I TO 
WORLD WAR II 


Although not immediately apparent, the com- 
ing of World War I was the beginning of the end 
for the electric railway industry. In itself, the 
_ jwar was not wholly to blame, although material 


‘shortages played a big part in the decision to 
/Babandon at least one line, and rising prices made 
i everal more increasingly unprofitable. Ironic- 
Wally, they were worth almost as much as scrap as 
Pin their full operating condition! 


The basic troubles of the interurban in Indiana 
mican be traced to two factors: they were designed 
“gat first as short haul lines; and they featured 

“largely untried equipment. Of course, as the 
“years went by both of these conditions were cor- 
rected. The shorter lines expanded or merged, 


and better equipment became available. By that 
time, however, more than one line had gotten in 
so deep financially that it never recovered, al- 


ner 


though the final reckoning might be deferred for 
years. 


Probably the prime factor which led to many 
failures and subsequent reorganizations, consoli- 
dations, and receiverships was overcapitalization. 
As an example, the 62 mile Indianapolis, New 
Castle and Toledo initial capitalization was $9,- 
000,000 ($4,500,000 in bonds and a like amount 
in stock), a rate of some $144,000 per mile. 
Needless to say, such a figure would require prac- 
tically the entire year’s income to merely pay the 
interest on the funded debt, leaving nothing to 
pay the operating expenses. Dividends? They 
were practically unheard of after the early years. 
As a result, stocks and bonds dropped drastically, 
and it became harder and harder to attract des- 
perately needed new capital. The common stock 
of the Union Traction Company dropped from 
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$24 per share in 1904 to $2 per share in 1922, 
and the preferred from $71 to $20, with bond 
prices in proportion. Of course, during reorgani- 
zation, many of these companies dropped their 
capitalization to more realistic figures—the In- 
dianapolis, New Castle and Toledo, for example, 
dropped to $2,200,000, or around $35,000 per 
mile. 


While the companies were struggling with the 
financial structure, another and greater menace 
to their future entered the picture—the automo- 
bile. The post-war auto, after four years of ac- 
celerated development, was vastly improved over 
its pre-war ancestor, and found ready acceptance 
by the American public. The highway system 
was much better, too, with constant additions 
and improvements to the pre-war mileage. Along 
with the private automobile, with its greater 
freedom of movement and pride of possession, 
came two additional competitors—the motor bus 
and truck. While not too strong for several 
years after the war, by the mid-twenties they 
were firmly entrenched on the transportation 
scene, and caused the abandonment of several 
lines in Indiana. Some lines converted to busses 
and trucks themselves and continued operations 
for years. A few of them are still in service to- 
day (Indiana Railroad, Indianapolis and South- 
eastern, Evansville and Ohio Valley, and several 
city lines). 


Other factors contributed to the decline. There 
was a lack of connections to permit long hauls 
(Indiana and Illinois, for instance, were never 
connected). Many roads were built alongside 
steam roads, which caused constant and bitter 
competition (the steam roads, being firmly en- 
trenched before the interurbans came _ along, 
usually won out, except for short haul passenger 
service). Hasty promotions were undertaken in 
many areas which would never be able to support 
any kind of line and collapsed at the first rough 
going. The exhaustion of the natural gas supply 
in the Gas Belt meant the end of inexpensive 
fuel for power, and the delays caused by opera- 
tion in dense city traffic, which also prohibited 
the use of more than three or four car freights, 
seriously hampered freight service. 


In spite of these apparently insurmountable 
obstacles, most of the lines rolled right along un- 
til November, 1917. In that month two com- 
panies gave up: on the 3d, the Goshen, South 
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Bend and Chicago (the first section of the 
Chicago-New York Air Line) achieved the du- 
bious honor of being the first interurban line in 
Indiana to abandon service. It was followed short- 
ly by the Bluffton, Geneva and Celina. In April, 
1918, the second city line quit, the Madison Light 
and Railway abandoning local service in Madison 
on the 30th. The Lake James Railroad also aban- 
doned its line after the summer season closed on 
October 15. This pattern continued for the next 
few years, with several of the smaller companies 
being reorganized or abandoned, and the larger 
ones abandoning unprofitable branches and city 
services. 


The picture was not entirely gloomy, however. 
The larger companies, being still very much alive, 
inaugurated new services to attract business, and 
in many cases did very well. 
the Central Electric Railway Association, which 
included practically all companies in its member- 
ship, the lines initiated new ticketing and bag- 
gage handling procedures ,and introduced an im- 
mensely popular ticket called the “2,000 Penny 
Coupon Ticket.” This book, which contained 
$20 worth of transportation although selling for 
$17.50, was honored by all members of the CERA, 


and was immediately acclaimed by commercial 7 
travelers, who up to that time had been faced |A 
with the problem of different rates and tickets 
With this book, the trav- }} 
eler simply handed the book to the conductor, 


when changing lines. 


who tore out the fare needed, and the ticketing 
was accomplished, saving much time and trouble 
for all concerned. Tickets were also sold in ten- 
day, twelve-ride form, and in monthly commuta- 
tion books. 


Excursions were extensively promoted. The 
Union Traction Company featured trips from In- 
dianapolis to such Lake Erie resorts as Cedar 
Point and Put-in-Bay as well as to Toledo, Cleve- 
land, and Niagara Falls. Interstate Public Serv- 
ice ran excursions between Indianapolis and 
Louisville, the cities alternating each Sunday as 
starting points. Other promotions included spe- 
cial rates for theater-bound customers, with a 
special late car departing after the final curtain, 
and a charter car operated by the Indianapolis 
Chamber of Commerce transporting Indianapolis 
wholesale merchants along the various lines to 


meet their retail merchant customers in the 
smaller towns.

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Equipment was being constantly improved, 


too. The all-steel car was seen more and more, 


and special cars, such as parlor-diner (Interstate, 

923) and sleeper (Interstate, 1924) were put 
into service. Several of the smaller cities saw 
the erection of new stations, usually combination 
passenger and freight buildings. 


Freight received particular attention. In con- 
rast to the indifferent attitude of the lines in the 
sarly days, every effort was made to offer the 
‘nest freight service possible. Heavy locomo- 
ives and steel box motors pulled all types of 
‘reight cars, including express, box, stock, flat, 
-oal, dump, and others between greatly expanded 
erminals. The Indianapolis Freight Terminal 
ad a capacity of over 100 cars, and the Indus- 
‘rial Terminal could handle another 100. Other 


‘ferminals at Fort Wayne and Louisville, while 


iot as large, possessed modern freight handling 


facilities, such as overhead folding doors and 
blectric lift trucks. 


Pick-up and delivery service 
was available at most stations, and delivery by 
rhe second morning was offered between Indian- 


“polis and Detroit, Louisville and Fort Wayne, 


nd Lafayette and Toledo through Central 
*reight Association interchange. The Cincin- 
hati, Lawrenceburg and Aurora, being unable to 
»perate its freight cars into the heart of Cincin- 
nati because of the five-foot gage in local use, 
featured container service, the containers being 
nauled by truck between downtown Cincinnati 
und the CL&A terminal at Anderson’s Ferry. 


One of the most unusual incidents in the his- 
pory of any electric railway in the country oc- 
purred in 1923, when a Terre Haute, Indianapo- 
is and Eastern car bound from Indianapolis to 
Martinsville was held up by two masked bandits 
t Maywood, just southwest of Indianapolis. The 
ar stopped on the men’s signal, and they climbed 
hboard, firing into and through the car. The 
passengers and crew were forced outside and 
‘ined up along the road bed where they were 
obbed of more than $1,000 in cash and valu- 
ables. The bandits were apparently amateurs, 
owever, aS many times that amount was missed 
in the hurried search of the passengers. It is 
not recorded whether the bandits were ever cap- 
tured. 

Accidents continued to claim many lives. 
Among the worst were a head-on collision be- 
tween two motor and trailer trains at Alfont, just 


_jeast of Fortville, on the Union Traction, which 
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took a toll of 21 in the crash and ensuing fire; 
and a Honeybee (Indianapolis, New Castle and 
Eastern operated by Union Traction) car which 
hit a truck and trailer at 21st and Emerson Ave- 
nue in Indianapolis, killing 20 and injuring sev- 
eral more. The trailer, filled with Sahara Grotto 
members, was on its way to Fort Harrison 
(northeast of Indianapolis) when the car struck. 
The truck pulling the trailer was untouched, 
thereby probably saving another 20 or more 
from death. A major disaster was narrowly 
averted in Edinburg on the Interstate, when a 
Pennsylvania freight struck a trainload of 500 
Mile Race fans returning to Louisville. Scores 
were shaken up, while a dozen were injured 
slightly. 

With the prosperous years of the mid-twenties 
contributing enormously, the Hoosier interurban 
and city lines were making progress toward fi- 
nancial stability when Black Friday struck late 
in 1929. The effects of this day and its subse- 
quent wave of financial failures were soon felt 
by the electric railways and their parent, the 
electric power industry. Early in 1930, the man- 
agements of the larger interurbans in Indiana 
took under consideration a proposal of Midland 
United Company (Samuel Insull’s holding com- 
pany) to consolidate all the principal lines into 
one giant traction empire. 

Arrangements were quickly made, and on Aug- 
ust 1, 19380, Indiana Railroad, the largest inter- 
urban company ever operated in the United 
States, began operation over the properties of 
Union Traction Company, Indiana Service Cor- 
poration, Interstate Public Service Company, and 
Northern Indiana Power Company. Prior to this 
consolidation of management, Union Traction 
abandoned 74 miles of unprofitable lines, and 
shortly afterward Indiana Railroad dropped 44 
more and discontinued parlor-dining service. 
Also that fall, Terre Haute, Indianapolis and 
Eastern abandoned 188 miles of line. 


Several more abandonments followed in early 
1931, and then, on June 29, Indiana Railroad as- 
sumed operation of 214 miles of THI&E proper- 
ties, giving it a grand total mileage of 956, by 
far the largest in the country. By the end of 
1931, however, IRR, abandoned 70 miles, and 205 
more in 1982, in addition to discontinuing sleeper 
service between Indianapolis and _ Louisville. 
Other major abandonments in 1932 included In- 
dianapolis to Connersville and Greensburg (107 
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miles), and Fort Wayne to Lima (65 miles). 

Indiana Railroad was not thinking of quitting, 
however, as was shown by the placing in service, 
during 1931, of 35 deluxe, all-steel, high-speed 
coaches. These cars, of latest design and com- 
fortably furnished, were assigned to limited 
service between Indianapolis and Louisville and 
Indianapolis and Fort Wayne. In 1935, 10 light- 
weight cars were purchased from Northern Indi- 
ana Railway, and, after some shifting around, 
were permanently assigned to Indianapolis-Fort 
Harrison and Muncie-New Castle runs. Railway 
Post Office service was inaugurated between In- 
dianapolis and Peru and Fort Wayne and New 
Castle, using three former Indiana Service Cor- 
poration all-steel combination cars. Other 
changes were in converting all suitable steel cars 
except RPOs to one man operation in 1936, and 
a general revamping of power facilities. 

After abandoning several other unprofitable 
lines and selling the local properties in the New 
Albany-Jeffersonville area, IRR again expanded 
by purchasing, for junk, the Dayton and Western 
Traction Company. Extensive rebuilding was 
undertaken in order to maintain limited service 
between Indianapolis and Dayton. However, in 
the 1937 recession, the IRR was brought to its 
knees, due mainly to labor troubles, when the 
line was hit by a six-week strike among its own 
employees, and the company never completely re- 
covered from the blow. It was forced to aban- 
don 150 miles of line, including the recently pur- 
chased Dayton and Western, and began to plan 
substitution of buses and trucks for the rail serv- 
ice. The first division to be so changed was the 
Indianapolis-Peru-Fort Wayne run, converted in 
September 1938. 

Other companies around the state felt the 
pinch too. Several small abandonments took 
place during the early and mid-thirties. Then, 
immediately prior to World War II, most of the 
remaining lines gave up, including several routes 
of Gary Railways, and complete cessation of lo- 
cal service in Evansville, Vincennes, South Bend, 
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Mishawaka, Anderson and Terre Haute occurred 
Many of the routes in Indianapolis had also beei 
converted from street car to trackless trolley b 
1940. Only the South Shore, with its heavy sub

urban traffic, managed to show a profit, but evel}. 


it went into bankruptcy before reorganization i} _ 


1938. 

The cruelest blow of all was delivered by thi 
Public Utility Holding Company Act of 1935 
which, among other things, required holding com 
panies to restrict their operations to a single in 
tegrated system and to “reasonably incidental o: 
economically necessary activities.’ As inter 
preted by the Securities Exchange Commission 
this required the separation of power and rail 
way operations. Although fought off for severa 
years, the Supreme Court upheld the act. The 
beginning of the end for IRR was in sight, since 
Midland United naturally preferred to retain it: 
more lucrative power service. 
plan of separation, IRR abandoned the line frow 
Seymour to Louisville and prepared to convert 
most of the remainder of the system to bus anc 
truck operations. 

In the face of rising costs and another war ir 
Europe, this conversion was inevitable, and Jan- 
uary, 1940, saw the end of operation between 
Indianapolis and Terre Haute. Then, in Janu- 
ary, 1941, IRR ceased rail operations by aban- 
doning the Indianapolis-Muncie-Fort Wayne and 
Muncie-New Castle lines, and turned the 
Indianapolis-Seymour line back to the Public 
Service Company of Indiana, its lessor, for opera- 
tion under the terms of a 999 year lease between 
Interstate and Indianapolis, Columbus and South- 
ern Traction executed in 1912. However, a colli- 
sion in September, 1941, damaged most of the 
line’s rolling stock, causing cessation of service. 
PSC bought out of its contract for $2,125,000, 
and the line was scrapped just a few weeks be- 
fore the outbreak of World War II. Ironic—an- 
other few months of operation and this line, the 
first into Indianapolis and the last one out, might 
be in operation yet.

THE END OF THE LINE—WORLD WAR II 
AMG) 


When Indiana Railroad abandoned its main 
ines, the interurban in Indiana, for all practical 
urposes, was finished. True, the South Shore 
as still very much alive, but it had by that time 
mome to be considered by most people, including 
ailfans, as a heavy electric railroad, long out of 
he interurban class. The only strictly inter- 
irban rails left were the IRR spur connecting 
he Binkley mine and the Milwaukee Road east 
»f Terre Haute, Indiana Service’s Fort Wayne to 
Jtarrett line, and a short stretch operated by 
; Southern Indiana Railway between Speed and 
atson Junction—all “freight only’—and the 
vansville and Ohio Valley’s Evansville to Grand- 
riew passenger and freight service. 


mm) City lines were similarly few and far between. 

Major service continued in Indianapolis and Fort 

wat ayne, Gary had a couple of runs left, and 
{Marion was still served by Birneys. Plans had 
been made to convert all of these lines, but the 
Office of Defense Transportation ordered them 
rontinued due to the rubber shortage in the early 
years of World War II. 


With the U. S. Government on their side, the 
ines continued to operate through the war, with 
the exception of the IRR Binkley spur, which was 
bandoned in 1942. ISC ceased operations be- 
tween Fort Wayne and Garrett in May, 1945, and 
When Evansville and Ohio Valley converted to 
buses and trucks on December 31, 1946, the last 
true interurban operation in the state came to a 
halt. 


The year 1947 saw the abandonment of most 
‘lof the remaining mileage, when local service 
Nhalted in Fort Wayne, Gary, and Marion, the lat- 
‘ter two being replaced by buses and Fort Wayne 
‘by buses and trackless trolleys. Indianapolis 
Railways, the only remaining city operation, was 
converting to bus and/or trackless trolley, and, 
sion January 9, 19538, the last city railway service 
in Indiana, the College Avenue line (the old In- 
‘dianapolis and Broad Ripple Rapid Transit), 
rolled its final cars. Thus, with the exception of 


the South Shore and a few industrial lines, the 
electric railroad had bidden goodbye to Indiana. 


The question has often been raised, what ever 
happened to the old cars? In most cases, they 
were scrapped, although even today many of 
them may be seen scattered over Indiana and 
other central states being used in various ways 
as homes, roadside diners, etc. Two of the In- 
diana Railroad’s cars saw further service on 
roads far from home—No. 55 went to Lehigh 
Valley Transit, in Pennsylvania, and No. 65 went 
to Cedar Rapids and Iowa City, in Iowa. Since 
abandonment of passenger service by those two 
lines, the cars have been fortunate enough to 
find homes in electric railway museums. The 
South Shore bought the three RPO cars and is 
using two of them as express trailers and 
one in maintenance of way service, one trailer 
went to the Ferdinand Railroad in southern In- 
diana, while a number of freight motors were 
bought by American Aggregates Corporation and 
converted to diesel power for use in AA’s various 
gravel pits. 


The future? It seems almost laughable to con- 
sider a future for an industry which had such a 
meteoric rise and decline in the short space of a 
half century. If, however, we want to include 
the South Shore, there is a very definite future. 
This line, which has shown a profit in all but a 
very few years of its existence, has not the shght- 
est intention of quitting. On the contrary, it 
feels that it is just hitting its stride. Being the 
only railroad serving the Indiana Dunes resort 
area, carrying heavy commuter traffic between 
Chicago and Gary, and being the most direct con- 
nection between Chicago and South Bend, its 
passenger business seems assured. It also has 
excellent freight service, and offers interchange 
with all roads in the Chicago area. It is prob- 
able that this road has as many, if not more, 
possibilities for continued growth as any railroad 
in the country. Certainly, all railfans wish it 
continued success. 


ROLLING STOCK 


“Variety is the spice of life,” says the old 
quote, and if this be true, Indiana’s electric rail- 
Ways must have been among the best flavored in 
the entire country. Not only did the various 
roads differ from each other in their passenger 
car types and designs, but most of the roads had 
cars of a number of models and builders listed 
among their own rolling stock. 


Almost any and all models conceivable could 
be found at one time or another in one or more 
parts of the state: city, suburban, or interurban; 
single or double truck; open or closed; wood, 
semi-steel, or all-steel; long (64 foot) or short 
(21 foot) ; front, center, or rear entrance; and 
any one of several dozen body styles. The list of 
builders of this varied collection read like a ros- 
ter of the industry: American Car and Foun- 
dry, Brill, Cincinnati, Danville, Hicks, Jewett, 


Kuhlman, McGuire-Cummings, Niles, and St. 
Louis, among others. 
The smaller cities usually used the single 


truck, while the larger ones used double RUC ke 
with a few old singles thrown into service when 
traffic was exceptionally heavy. In the first 
years of operation, many open cars were in use, 
but, as traffic on the city streets became heavier 
and speeds were increased, closed cars came into 
general use. Of course, the prime factor behind 
this change was that it became increasingly im- 
practical to tie up large amounts of operating 
capital in equipment usable, at most, six months 
out of the year. Trailers, while popular in many 
locales, never seemed to appeal to Indiana man- 
agements, the only operation of this kind being 
that of the New Albany and Louisville. 


Interurban cars were generally of two types, 
the small local or short run cars and the big 
limiteds, used on the longer and through runs. 
Most of the cars were combination passenger 
and baggage-express, although many were all- 
passenger, split into regular and smoking com- 
partments. Some had small buffets for the serv- 
ing of light refreshments enroute. A number of 
special cars, such as all-lounge, parlor-dining, 
and sleeper, were the pride of several roads and 
the Indiana Railroad operated Railway Post Of- 
fice cars on two routes. Trailers were operated 
by most of the larger roads. Very few private 
cars were used, although the Union Traction’s 
“Martha” was one of the finest of its kind in the 
country. 


Passenger schedules varied widely between 
various roads, the frequency depending upon the 
population of the area served and the community 


of interest between cities along the lines. Prol 
ably the most general scheduling featured hourl 
or two-hourly local service between 5 a. m. an 
10 or 11 p. m., with possibly four limited train 
daily between terminals. Service ranged fror 
half-hourly on heavily traveled lines like th 
South Shore to as few as four trains per day o 
the Bluffton, Geneva and Celina. 

Freight equipment was also of great variety 
being built to a number of different designs b: 
Baldwin-Westinghouse, Cincinnati, General Elec 
tric, Haskell and Barker, Hicks, Interstate, Jew 
ett, McGuire-Cummings, Niles, Russell, and Ste 
phenson, to name only a few, plus many rebuil 
from old passenger equipment by the variou 
company shops. 

Motive power was usually of two types, bo: 
motors and steeple cabs, although in later year, 
several roads, notably South Shore, Interstate 
and Indiana Railroad, put heavy locomotives ir 
regular service. The South Shore in particula) 
operated a number of these, and now operate: 
three of the largest single-unit electric locomo. 
tives in the world. 

Freight car types duplicated most of the regu- 
lar ones in use by steam railroads. The most nu:- 
merous were box, flat, and stock, with several of 
the larger roads possessing a number of gondola. 
coal, and other types. Also, a number of express 
trailers were in regular service by the through 
lines. 

Freight service ran the gamut in both fre- 
quency and train lengths. The big roads (Indi- 
ana Railroad, Interstate, Union Traction, South 
Shore) ran scheduled hot-shots as well as way 
and local switching service, while the smaller 
lines ran express and some L-C-L service in bag- 
gage compartments of regular passenger trains 
or, in several instances, attached a box car to a 
passenger motor. Probably the most unusual 
service was offered by the Cincinnati, Lawrence- 
burg and Aurora, which, due to broad gage track- 
age in Cincinnati, was unable to operate into the 
heart of that city. The road built a gantry 
crane at Anderson’s Ferry, west of Cincinnati, 
and off-loaded container freight from its line 
onto trucks for hauling to the downtown freight 
terminal. Train lengths ran from one car on 
many roads to 70 or more on the South Shore. 

Service equipment, most of it built in the shops 
of the individual roads, included snow plows, 
sweepers, line cars, weed burners, discers, shov- 
els, welding cars, hoists, and dump cars. Many 
of these, particularly line and general-work mo- 
tors, were rebuilt from obsolete passenger motors.

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RIGHT-OF-WAY AND STRUCTURES 


The rights-of-way of the various electric rail- 
ays in the Hoosier state varied almost as much 
s did the conglomeration of passenger and 
eight cars in use. Not only were they built 
ith all types and weights of rail, they wandered 
J over the landscape and were powered by all 
Inds of power systems and overheads. 
Naturally, the basic feature of any rail system 
| the rail. When electric railways were first put 
hto service, the cars in use were usually mule 
rs mounted on power trucks, or slightly en- 
irged models of the old mule cars. As the cars 
rew larger and traffic heavier, it became neces- 
pry to increase the rail weights accordingly. 
us, rail weights increased from the 20 or 30 
bunds per yard in the early days to 90 and 100 
punds in the later days of the interurban, with 
ve heaviest in the state, 112 pounds, on the 
iouth Shore. Reported weights number 21, with 
he majority of city lines using 60 and 70, inter- 
rbans 70 and 90. These weights came in a 
umber of rail types, including “T,” Johnson 
irder, groove, and tram, with the T in almost 
niversal service on interurban lines and the 
roove being most popular in city service over 
aved streets, although there was quite a bit of 
rail in the larger cities.

of cars, but contributed to their downfall in later 
years when the private auto took over the streets 
and traffic congestion became a factor. Of 
course, that wasn’t the only reason, but it played 
a big part. 


As mentioned above, the usual city line ran 
down the main street, its rails set in the mud or 
dust of the early days and in brick, cobblestones, 
or concrete as the years passed. Single track, 
with an occasional passing siding, was the rule 
in the smaller cities, while the larger ones were 
mostly double track, with a few single track lines 
in the more sparsely populated areas. In a few 
locations, such as Indianapolis, city cars ran on 
their own private rights-of-way for short 
stretches. Cars were turned at the ends of the 
lines by wyes, or, in heavy traffic areas, by 
loops. 


Interurban lines usually built their roadbeds 
immediately parallel to steam roads, for two prin- 
cipal reasons: the land was cheaper and direct 
routing was possible between terminal cities. In 
the few cases where the two did not parallel each 
other, it was almost always due to the fact that 
the interurban was not able to secure the desired 
right-of-way and had to strike out across country 
until it was possible to swing back to its parallel 
position again. Of course, there were exceptions 
to this, as evidenced by the THI&E west of Green- 
castle, where a number of cuts through hard rock 
were made on a direct cross-country route, and in 
a number of other short stretches throughout the 
state. Again, there was a very popular variation 
of the railroad-paralleling idea, wherein the in- 
terurban built alongside a highway, as on the 
Interstate between Indianapolis and Greenwood. 


Crossing steam railroads at grade created 
many headaches for interurban planners. As 
has been mentioned before, it took court decisions 
in many cases to get them built in the first place, 
and then, according to Indiana law, the road 
building the crossing had to pay all costs of the 
installation. On heavily traveled crossings, in- 
terlockers were required, and a number of these 
were to be found, most of them in the northern 
part of the state. If possible, however, the in- 
terurbans built over or underpasses, which often 
required some weird maneuvering in order to get 
past the crossing steam road, such as at New 
Castle on the Union Traction: over the Nickel 
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Plate on a concrete viaduct, a long swing away, 
then over the Big Four on a deck girder and onto 
a street leading into the city. Highways, on the 
other hand, were not much of a problem. The 
standard wooden “Stop, Look, and Listen’ usu- 
ally sufficed, although a number of electric 
flashers and a few crossing gates were in use. 

Block signaling, while not unheard of, was 
seldom used, principally due to the cost of the 
installations and maintenance. Interstate, Indi- 
ana Railroad, and South Shore made fairly ex- 
tensive use of its safety features, especially in 
heavily traveled sections and on curves and other 
dangerous locations. Systems were about equally 
divided between semaphores and color lights, al- 
though when replacements were made the color 
light system was usually installed. 

Interurban bridges included practically every 
type of bridge architecture ever used (with the 
possible exception of covered), what with wood, 
stone, steel, and other materials built into trestles, 
viaducts, etc. Probably the most popular were 
the deck girder on concrete abutments and piers, 
the Pratt truss, and the wood trestle. An out- 
standing example of the concrete viaduct was 
Union Traction’s over the Nickel Plate at New 
Castle. 

Early city bridges were a problem to the rail- 
Way companies, as was evidenced by the collapse 
on January 16, 1901, of the West Washington 
Street bridge over White River in Indianapolis 
under the weight of a work car and trailer (a 
passenger car had just passed over safely). The 
bridge was removed, and all other Indianapolis 
bridges used by the railways thoroughly tested. 
Three others were found to be weak, and police 
were assigned to each bridge to insure that not 
more than one empty car at a time used them, 
with the passengers unloading, walking across, 
and reboarding on the opposite side. Eventually, 
all the bridges were rebuilt, although the Wash- 
ington Street bridge was washed out again dur- 
ing the 1913 flood. 

Probably the only subject on which the major- 
ity of the lines were in agreement was that of 
power. While there was considerable experimen- 
tation during the first years of operation, many 
of the experiments quickly proved impractical, 
and gradually two systems came into common 
usage: the single-phase, 25-cycle alternating cur- 
rent (38300 or 6600 volt) and the direct current 
(600, 1200, or 1500 volt). Among the former 
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were Indianapolis and Cincinnati and Unio) 
Traction (3300 volt) and the South Shore (660! 
volt), while the most prominent of the direct cur 
rent lines was Indianapolis and Louisville (120 
volt). In later years, modifications of these wer 
put into service, including the South Shore’s con 
version to 1500 volt direct current and the Indi 
ana Railroad’s adoption of 60-cycle, purchaser 
power. Substations, by the way, were originall| - 
equipped with storage batteries, but, when thes] _ 
proved to be practically worthless, rotary con} _ 
verters of various capacities were installed. 3 

It is interesting to note, in passing, the numbe 
of various power systems promoted during th 
first years of the industry. Among them wer 
the Sprague, Westinghouse, Rae, Detroit, Vai 
Depoele, Short, Edison, Bentley-Knight, ant 
Thomson-Houston systems. Competition wa 
strong until 1891, when General Electric Com 
pany was formed, consolidating the interests ani 
patents of Sprague, Thomson-Houston, Bentley 
Knight, and Van Depoele. Between 1896 ani 
1899, GE and Westinghouse executed severa 
agreements and licenses for joint use of variou 
patents and processes, and from then on almos 
all systems were manufactured by one of the tw 
companies. 

Overhead used varied not only with differen 
lines but with different locations along the sami 
line. In city service, span wire, single and double 
was generally used, although on the first line 
center poles with double bracket arms were oftel 
found. This practice soon gave way to overheac 
span as street traffic increased and cars wer 
widened to handle increased loads. On interur 
ban lines the single bracket arm pole was mos 
common, with span wire on curves and multi 
tracked sections. An interesting practice wa: 
that followed on many sidings, which used singel 
bracket arm on the siding and span on the maiz 
line, although span on both tracks and doubli. 
bracket arms were in wide usage. Catenary 
never became popular in Indiana, probably due 
to the high initial cost, being seen mainly on th¢* 
South Shore, where it is still in use, and during: 
the early days of the Indianapolis and Cincinnati} 
Toledo & Chicago, and Dayton and Western lines 


The subject of structures along Indiana elecf 
tric lines is an interesting one. Generally speakf.

vith a small machine shop adjoining a pit track. 
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Some of the smallest had only a storage yard with 
a small enclosed shop for light maintenance, 
farming out all heavy repairs to a larger road or 
car manufacturer. On the other hand, Indiana 
Railroad, Interstate, South Shore, UT, and THI&E 
had shops capable of completely overhauling any 
piece of rolling stock on the roster, or of building 
new ones, for that matter. These shops were en- 
tirely departmented, including motor overhaul, 
wood and metalworking, paint shop, and uphol- 
stering sections. THI&E carried the idea even 
further by spotting various types of work in dif- 
ferent shops throughout the system, although 
most of these smaller shops were minor inspec- 
tion maintenance points. The city railways had 
their big shops, too, with Indianapolis Railways 
opening what was probably the finest in the 
country in the late thirties. 

Power stations were usually small, single-story, 
brick structures, although many were of frame 
or concrete block. Because of excessive voltage 
drop in the early days, they were placed at fre- 
quent intervals, often combined into one building 
with passenger and/or freight stations and inter- 
locking towers. As transmission systems were 
improved, however, many were abandoned, and 
the remainder converted to other uses. Indiana 
Railroad, for instance, used them only to feed 
purchased 60-cycle power into the overhead wire. 
Substations were smaller versions of these power 
stations, and were often portable, being mounted 
in specially converted cars in order that they 
could be shifted to meet varying demands of 
traffic.

PROPOSED LINES 


While Indiana was blessed with more than its 
share of actual operating lines, it is when the 
number of proposed lines is considered that the 
actual grasp of the industry on the imagination 
of the State’s citizens assumes staggering propor- 
tions. More than 250 prospective companies went 
so far as to file papers of incorporation, while 
another two hundred plus actually organized but 
did not incorporate. To these must be added un- 
known hundreds which never got beyond the 
planning stage (see ‘The Growing Years’). 

The great majority of these proposed lines 
were planned on a comparatively small scale, both 
in capitalization and in length of line. The capi- 
taliation of the average proposed road was close 
to $100,000, with some as low as $10,000, and the 
average planned mileage around fifty miles of 
main line. 


Of the many companies which filed papers of 
incorporation, all but a very few made complete 
route surveys, the majority purchased or had 
options to purchase their rights-of-way, and 
many did considerable grading and track laying. 
Among the reasons for not completing and oper- 
ating the various projects may be included: lack 
of capital (some companies sold less than five per 
cent of their authorized capital stock), unpro- 
ductive or uncooperative territories, and several 
business recessions. 


The listing that follows names only those com- 
panies filing papers of incorporation, and shows 
corporate titles, proposed areas to be served, 
dates of incorporation, and actual work done, if 
any. It will be noted that some were later merged 
into other and larger companies for operation, 
changed their corporate titles before completion, 
or used other motive power when they finally did 
operate.
